Politics Present In Campus Environment 


With the recent addition of the Young Democrats to Salisbury State's array of 
student organizations, political awareness is bound to increase on campus. Before I 
came to college, I imagined the fabled hotbed of American politics that is supposed to 
exist on college campuses.

Conflicts Over Athletic Eligibility 


I am writing to express my dismay over a recent development on the track team 
concerning athletic eligibility . The rules have always been straightforward 
concerning hours needed to remain elibible. I have no problem with the fact that if 
you fail classes, your eligibility is shaky. What I do not accept is a decision on a 
grey area that emerged recently with an athlete who had a 3.7 GPA in her previous 
semester. 

An athlete was informed that she was ineligible because she had not earned 12 
credits the semester before. She had, however, in fact taken 14 credits, one of which 
was that internal orientation, and 3 which was the 099 level government that the 
school said she must take (she later tested out of it). Thus, while officially taking 14 
credits and being considered a full-time student for all other intents and purposes , she 
was supposedly only earning 10 credits. 

What is my problem with this? First, the general college catalog's requirement for 
athletic eligibility (which I won't go into here) are fulfilled by the above example it 
would seem. Second, it appears that student-athletes are being, well, "screwed" as a 
result of these "worth nothing except to take up your time" classes. Since the college 
requires some to take these classes, it is ignorant then that they do not count towards 
athletic eligibility, while still qualifying the student as "full-time." But wait! Here's 
the kicker. That brochure that "defines" some of these policies says that athletes 
enrolled in Two of these classes are eligible for intercollegiate play. So, according to 
this definition, the above athlete is not eligible while a more deficient (if these 
classes are viewed as such) one is! Consequently, if the development of the athlete as 
a student is a major concern of a Division III school, S.S.C. is failing miserably 
because it allows those to participate who would be concentrating on catching up in 
their quest for a degree before those who do fine (such as our athlete who got a 
3.7-pretty good!). 


Students do not recognize the importance of being politically involved. In a 
Democracy, it is vitally important that every citizen exercise his or her duty to decide 
who will govern the nation, and how it will be governed. 

I encourage every student to join campus political groups. The Young Democrats 
have recently formed, and rumors of the formation of a similar group from the 
(obviously supericr) Republican party are beginning to circulate. The door is open 
for students who wish to become a part of SSC's student political structure as well. 


Remember, no democracy can function without the participation of the common man, 
or college student.

The Salisbury Wicomico Economic 
Development Corporation (SWED) 
applied for a $2 million grant from the 
state for the purpose of constructing a 
new Electronic Test and Research 
Center in the Northwood Industrial 
Park. 

SWED, Salisbury State College and 


Community Development united 
together to help plan for the facility 
that will serve as a "real world 
workshop" for Salisbury State students, 
being the first of its kind in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

The first idea for the Electronic Test 
and Research Center evolved about two 
years ago when Robert Kiley, executive 
director of SWED, realized the need for 
it. This was due to the expansion of 
electronic firms in the area. Most of 
the products that are manufactured by 
these electronic firms are in need of 
testing, and because of this, a central 
site for this electronic testing became

the State Department of Economic and 


needed. 

Local businesses such as Grumman, 
Heinemann and K&L Microwave could 
make use of the facility that will test 
the products on pressure, temperature, 
sensitivity, vacuum tests and others. 

These tests will be performed under 
the direction of SSC's department of 
Chemistry and Physics; serving as a 
high tech electronic training workshop 
for the college's engineering students. 

This will strengthen the ties between 
local industry and Salisbury State, who 
according to Dr. Frederick Kundell, 
chairman of Chemistry and Physics, 
has the most popular pre-engineering 
program among all Maryland State 
Colleges. 

The facility is predicted to be 
approximately 10,000 square feet and 
will be owned and operated by SSC. 

The $2 million grant will be used to 
buy testing equipment and help design 
the building. Local industries will 
hopefully donate equipment and their 
advice towards the center as well.

Alumnus Filmmaker Kicked Off Campus

(CPS) Director Spike Lee's first film 
-- a low budget sex farce called "She's 
Gotta Have It" -- made him famous. 
But when the now-successful Lee 
returned to Morehouse College, the 
Atlanta school from which he graduated 
in 1979, to shoot his second movie, he 


-wasn't very well-received. In fact, he 


was asked to leave. 

Lee says it was because of the film-- 
now being released across the country - 
is about class and color divisions 
among students at a black college. 

Morehouse administrators say it was 
because Lee wouldn't tell them what the 
movie, called "School Daze," was 
about. 

"We asked him what the film was 
about," recalls Dr. Hugh Gloster, then 
Morehouse's president, "but he wasn't 
inclined to tell us. After the film was 
being shot, we began to receive reports 
concerning what it was about from the 
students." 

He didn't like what he heard: 

"School Daze” it turns out, is set al a 
fictitious black southern college called 
Mission, where the students divide 
themselves. into cliques. of 
lighter-skinned "wannabees" - - as in 
"want to be whites" - - and darker 
skinned, lower-income students called 
"jigs." 

It all sounded "downgrading" to 
Gloster, who then told Lee to get off 


the school grounds, and the ban of ~ 


filming the movie was extended by the 
five other presidents whose schools 
share the Atlanta University Center 
(AUC) campus. 

"He wouldn't show it, AUC 
Chancellor Dr. Charles Merideth said of 
Lee and the script, "we couldn't sce it, 
so we said it couldn't be shot." 

Lee figured, "I had nothing to gain by 
letting them read the script," adding he 


thought its subject would be enough to 
provoke the presidents into exiling 
him. 

Lee insists "School Daze" is accurate, 
that Morehouse was socially divided 
along skin tone and class lines when he 
attended. "We exaggerated it ( in the 
film) , but there were cliques." 

Gloster disagrees. "It (happens) in 
black society, yes, but not among our 
college students." 

Merideth also concedes that "a long 
time ago there were fraternities and 
sororities for light-skinned people only, 
but nothing would suggest that's 
operative today." 

"It's a lie, " asserts Dr. Calvert 
Smith, president of Morris Brown, 
another AUC college. "You're not 
going to find that kind of differentiation 
on these college campuses." 

Campus residents themselves are not 
sure. 

"There are cliques," observes Janet 
Jones, a senior resident at Spelman, 
Morchouse's sister school, "but I don't 
think it's a matter of skin tone as much 
as socioeconomic background." 

Spelman freshman Tracy Williams 
doesn't see divisions of any kind, 
noting her circle of friends are a diverse 
group. | 

Classmate Stephanie Brown thinks 
"there are (cliques) , but it’s not really 
obvious. Most of the light -skinned 
girls hand with light-skinned girls, and 
the dark-skinned girls hang with 
dark-skinned girls. But it's not as if 
they don't like each other. They just 
don't hang together." 

Morehouse senior John Atkinson 
disagrees. "It doesn't matter how light 
your skin is. Everyone is of one race. 
We stick together. That's how I sce it." 

"Spike's main aim is to make films 
and make money,” Gloster says. "Our 
concern is to protect our schools while 
he's doing that."

"His portrayal was sensational in an 
effort to make money," Smith adds. “I 
hope he gets rich, but not at the 
expense of black institutions." 

Lee ultimately did move the filming 
off Morehouse grounds, though he 
finished shooting at other parts of the 
AUC campus because of a previous 
binding agreement he'd gotten. 

Merideth called it "an amicable 
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resolution" to the problem but Lee, on 
tour to promote "School Daze," 
remains angry. 

"It wasn't as if I was somebody who 
didn't know the history of black 
schools, and was coming down there to 
hurt them,” he says. 

Gloster, though, says it's a closed 
issue. "All we wanted was to get him 
off our campuses."

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Rape Statistics Alarming

Rape. It's not a pretty subject. Too many times a student will walk alone in the 
dark on campus, and not think anything of it. Unfortunately, this "security" only 
makes them more vulnerable. With the recent sexual aggression violations that have 
occurred , the students at Salisbury must learn that the only way to prevent rape is to 
protect themselves from it. 

The typical image of a rapist is usually a crazed psychotic who jumps a 
non-escorted victim, and then forces her to have sex with him. Unfortunately, this 
typical image is far from being the most realistic one. 

A recent 430 student-participant survey was taken from Wor-Wic Tech 
Community College, University of Maryland Eastern Shore and Salisbury State 
College on the sexual aggression and victimization (rape, attempted rape and forced 
sexual manipulation) that occurred on campus. According to the survey only 10 
percent of all rapes happen with a total stranger. Acquaintances (27 percent), regular 
steady dates (22 pecent), first and occasional dates (14 percent each) and fiance, 
husband and relatives (13 percent) are the leading relationships betweeen the rape 
victim and aggressor. 

When Co these rapes happen? Twenty-seven percent of rapes occur during the 
college years, while 32 percent happen between high school and college. During 
high school 27 percent of all rapes occur as well as 14 prior to ninth grade; 
nevertheless, college students are at a prime-age for sexual assults. 

There is an interesting twist that concludes these statistics. Fifty-six percent of

all female victims were under the influence of alcohol during the assault as well as 
55 percent of the male aggressors. Twenty-two percent of the females and 26 percent 
of the males also claimed to have used other drugs prior to the attack. 

This may be why most of the rapes happen with familiar people; disillusionment 
from the alchol and drugs lowers their inhibitions. Nevertheless, approximately 40 
percent of the rest of the victims and aggressors were not under any influence. 

Unfortunately, this presents another twist when it comes to "date" rape. In some 
incidents, men feel that they are actually doing a woman a favor by pushing her into

sex. Some men feel that women really want to have intercourse but are afraid to 
admit it because then the man will think of her as "loose". He feels if he pushes her 
then they'll both get what they want; her having sex without ruining her reputation 
and him being satisfied. . 
UCLA researchers recently posed a survey to male teens asking if there were any 
circumstances in which forced sex was justified. A high percentage felt that forced 
sex was acceptable if the woman said yes and then changed her mind (54 percent). 
This supports the theory of the non-communicating indecisiveness previously 
described. Surprisingly enough, 39 percent felt forced sex was justified also if he 
spent a lot of money on her, 54 percent if she “led him on," as well as 36 percent if 
he was so turned on he thought he couldn't stop.

Student Job Offers And Salaries Rise 





Bethlehem, PA (CPS) 


Students of the Class of 1988 
generally are getting more job offers 
and higher starting salaries than last 
year's grads, the College Placement 
Council (CPC) reported Feb. 12. 

In its preliminary assessment of how 
student job hunting has progressed 
since September, 1987, the CPC found 
the stock market crash of October 19 
has had virtually no effect on corporate 
recruiting of new grads, even those with 
masters of business administration 


Science Chief Asks For More 
Engineering, Science Majors 





(CPS) - More students need to major 
in engineering, the National Scicnce 
Foundation (NSF) warned last month. 

If they don't the U.S. will lose its 
competitive edge in science and 
engineering, NSF Director Erich Bloch 
told a joint meeting of the American 
Physical Society and American 
Association of Physics Teachers. 


Bloch said a greater percentage of 


students need to be lured into science 
because there are simply fewer young 
people in the population. If they're not 


degrees. 

Petroleum engineering majors are 
doing the best, getting average starting 
salary offers of $33,432, said CPC 
spokeswoman Dawn Gulick. 

THE CPC, Northwestern University 
and Michigan State University all 
publish forecasts of how many 
companies will visit campuses to 
recruit each year. 

In their forecasts, released in 
December, both Northwestern and 
Michigan State predicted the crash 
would narrow student's job prospects 


tempted into the field, there will be a 
shortage of scientists in the nation, 
regardless of how well funded scientific 
projects are. 

"Fewer young people increases the 
importance of attracting women and 
minorities to science and engineering," 
Bloch said. The NSF is the chief 
source of federal funding for nonmedical 
and nonmilitary research. 

Ironically, as the numbers of 
Americans who enter science and 
engineering decline, more and more 


somewhat as corporations, worried that 
a recession would follow, said they 
were cutting their hiring by 5 percent. 

The CPC last weck said preliminary 
feedback from placement office on 153 
campuses indicates companies have not 
scaled down their hiring after all. 

In fact, many types of majors say 
starting salary offers are rising. 

Accounting grads, for instance, are 
getting average starting offers of 
$23,376, a 7.5 percent increase over the 
average July, 1987 offer, the CPC 
reported. 


foreign students earn technical degrees. 
Foreign students earn one-fifth of the 
science doctorates, one third of the 
mathematics doctorates and more than 
half of the engineering doctorates 
awarded in the United States each year. 

Although many stay in this country 
and contribute to American scientific 
prowess and the economy, that could 
change quickly. "It is bad policy to 
depend on a resource we cannot 
control," Bloch said.

Davis also commented that although 
Sophanes is sponsoring the play, he is 
counting on the gencrosity of other 
organizations to step forward and lend a 
hand with the production.
